It should be carefully borne in mind 


that no food can possibly nourish the 
body which is not digested, tamed to 
blood, then to the tissues of the body

theie 
are 


many who demand just this license, 
those to whom eating is the great busi- 
ness of life, their most important en- 
joyment 
(Some affect to believe that 


there is no body, no physical laws, with 
no digestive powers to be outraged by 
gluttony 
A very pleasing doctnne to 


this class, favoring sensualism, but 
they will find that there is a stomach to 
assert its rights, soon to torture them 
with the pangs of dyspepsia ) Such 
will learn, in due time, that the stom- 
ach demands rest, that it can not, will 
not, toil all of the time, will not long 
attempt to dispose of the most indi-

ST. Louts, March 2* —The understand- 


ing that another attempt would be made 
by the Missouri Pacific to run ont af reight 
this morning caused the strikers and 
their friends to gather In large numbers 
in the Seventeenth street yards at an earl; 
soar 
The Eighteenth street bridge was 


»lao thickly lined with men 
They re- 


mained rather quiet until 9 SO, when the 
details ol police arrived 


At 9 46 the engine that was to take out 


the train hove in sight coming down from 
Ewing avenue By orders from the chlel, 
the police then drove the crowd back off 
the tracks and afterward cleared the 
bridge, as It was feared that the men 
would stone tbe train from that vantage 
ground. 


Chief Harrigan commanded the police 


Sergeant Henneasy had fourteen men on 
the bridge, Sergeant Klely, ten men un- 
der the bridge, and Sergeant Fox ten men 
east ol the bridge 


Kayor Francis was an Interested spec- 


tator of ihe scene from the bridge 


Th engine was No 827, Thompson, 


engineer, and Simmons, fireman Upon 
it was Sergeant Keevll with ten men, and 
&lso Detective Farlong and several of his 
men. 
All of the city detectives were pres- 


ent 
Switch engine No 307 was used in 


making up tbe train 
The switching and 


coupling was done by Superintendent 
Dickinson, Tom Adams, agent at Seventh 
street, Mr Kerrigan, Mr Furlong and 
Superintendent of Motive Power Haines, 
under the superintendence of Tardmaster 
Still well 
Adams mashed his thumb with 


a coupling-pin and was obliged to hunt 
up seme sticking plaster 


While the police were driving the crowd 


back a few rocks were thrown, but no one 
was injured by them 
The men cheered 


Furlong and several others who were at 
work in tbe yard 
It was claimed that Superintendent 


Dickinson tried to get the clerks and 
other employes in the Central Elevator to 
come over and help couple cars, but they 
refused 
The Kirkwood accommodation went

tuted 
The breaking ol a coupling link 


caused another short delsy« Yardmaster 
Stillwell did 
most of the switching 


Twenty additional policemen were pat 
on the tram, making fifty altogether, just 
before the start, -which was made at ten 
Iorty-ei(?ht o'clock 
The police kept the crowd back off the 


Missouri Pacific tracki, but not from the 
Wabash, and the freight cars ol the latter 
road west of the bridge were thickly cov- 
ered with men, presumably strikers 
As 


the train pulled oat these men climbed 
down into the yard and most of them 
flUpereed 
Sergeant Fox marched bis 


squad of police away, bat a number of 
officers remained to see that no damage 
was done to railroad property 


The train went along rapidly, and by the 


the time it had reached Twenty-first street 
It was going at the rate of ten or fifteen 
miles an hour, while the crowd on the 
cars standing on the track saluted thr 
Furlong men with jeer* and cries of 
"rats," "scabs, etc As the train reached 
Bwing avenue crossing one of the strikers 
laid an American flag on the track, but 
the engineer drove his train over It 
Much indignation was expressed at this 
by the crowd at the crossing 
As the 


train reached the shops, just west of 
Ewing avenue, Us speed slackened and it 
came to a dead a halt 
It Is said that the 


engineer and fireman both jumped off, 
but other men were immediately put on 
in their places and the train proceeded 
west 


AT PACIFIC CITY 


After a time Pacific City came to view 


and away up along the track a crowd 
conld be seen moving about hurriedly 
Two or three men broke from the crowd 
and ran down the road to the switch just 
east of the town 
They fooled around 


the switch a little while and then ran 
back 
The train slackened up and De- 


ttctlve Furlong, Mr Ballard, Sheriff Al- 
Itn and Deputy Sheriff Haequemburg, of 
St Louis County, ran out ahead and 
turned the switch 
As they did so the 


strikers ran west to escape the deputy 
sheriffs, for the switch is in St Louis 
County and the town ol Pacific is partly 
in St Louis and partly in Franklin Coun- 
tj 
Two other switches further west 


were also tnrned and the officers had to 
run ahead to turn them back 
In one of 


the frogs a large coupling link had been 
wedged, and there was some difficulty in 
getting it out All the time the detectives 
were tugging at this obstruction the mob 
kept up howling and threatening them 
As

train 
passed through 
the 


town men ran toward the cars on either 
side to catch 
the pins and detach 


the cam 
As they approached, however, 


there was an immediate display ol pistols 
upon the part of the men on the train. 
Some of the strikers put their hands to 
their pistol pockets, too, and picked up 
stones and pieces ol iron with which they 
advanced on the cars, but they were 
covered with pistols and fell back There 
were probably one hundred men in the 
crowd at the depot and all of them seemed 
tc be angry that the train had passed 
them 
It was by mere good fortune 


that no shooting was done, and the 
train passed out of the little town and 
proceeded to Chamois, having got as 
far aa It was intended it should go The 
train got through and the railroad scored 
one on the strikers 
Tbe crew that took 


the train up will start back with another 
one from Cbamois tUs morning, *•« 
trouble Is anticipated on both aide*.

The Sheets Blurder Trial at Paris. 


An event ot considerable public inter- 


est this week at Paris is the trial of John 
W. Sheets for the murder of Jus, Brady, 
one year ago, at Hume, m Edgar f ounty. 
The evidence was closed yesterday, and 
the arguments are in progress. The evi- 
dence upoujthe part of the plaintiff was 
merely cumulative upon the point of the 
killing, all swearing that Sheets began 
the shooting, while Brady advnnc< d upon 
him, with the words to Sheets to draw 
his weapon. Sheets then fired four or 
five shots, killing him, firing the last two 
into his back while down. Brady did 
not get his revolver out until fulling, 
when it flew out of his hands, without 
firing a shot Brady's revolver, upon ex- 
amination, had all chambers loaded, but 
no shells empty. On the part of defend- 
ant, the testimony was cumulative that 
Brady advanced upon Sbeete, drew bia 
revolver and fired the first shot, with the 
words,,"draw your pistol;" that Sheets 
shot from bis hip pocket, striking him in 
the arm, and followed it up by four or 
five shots, killing him. Threats bad pre- 
viously been made on each side by both 
parties, the trouble growing out ot a rent 
bill ot $13. State's Attorney Shepard is 
assisted by Attorneys Bads and M&cn. 
Ool. VanSellar conducts the defense, as- 
sisted by Mr. Tanner.

Composition of Varlotu .straws and 


Other Food 9nb»tene»l. 


The feeding value of any substance 


depends upon its digestibility and 
wholesomeness. Any innoxious vege- 
table matter may contain nutriment. 
Even corn cobs and wood fiber contain 
nutritious matter. The Laplanders and 
Finns mix birch sawdust and bark 
powder with their oat and barley meal, 
and the fermentation and biking de- 
velop a considerable quantity of food 
substance in these seemingly useless 
coarse matters. Beavers gat exceed- 
ingly fat upon birch, maple and other 
young wood, while rabbits, sheep and 
even cows at times subsist comfortably 
npon the twigs and small branches of 
trees. Some animals, too, are capable 
of digesting foods which would be en- 
tirely useless or injurious to others, so 
tbat when the value of any substance 
used for feeding animals is considered 
several points are to be taken into con- 
sideration. 


The chemical composition of any 


kind of fodder, is, to a large extent, a 
guide to the feeding value of it; for, if 
it does not contain any element related 
to those of the animal system, the sub- 
stance has clearly no value as food; 
and if it does contain these elements 
then the measure of value is elearly 
•qual to the quantity of these elements 
and their digestibility. The table of 
analysis then is a valuable guide for 
the farmer to study, and after this has 
been considered, the digestibility, and 
also the means of increasing this prop- 
erty are to be taken into account. The 
following table gives the composition 
ol various straws and that of some other 
substances given for the purpose of 
comparison:

This table needs no comment far- 


ther than to call careful attention to it 
and urge a thorough study of the fig- 
urea, riot only for themselves but on 
account of the following considera- 
tions: A comparison of the two sets 
of columns will show tbat there is a 
very large loss of the most valuable 
portions of the straws because of the 
indigestibility of these elementary sub- 
stances in the albuminoids and the fat, 
while more than half of the albumin- 
oids of hay, and more than three- 
fourths of those of commeal are di- 
gested; only one-fourth of the former 
and but little more of the latter in 
wheat and rye straw are digested; thus 
practically all the nitrogen contained 
in these straws i* unavailable, and is 
lost when they are fed alone. There is 
also a surprising loss of the fatty mat- 
ter in the whole list, excepting in corn- 
meal, and the same exception holds 
good in regard to other concentrated 
foods. The same, we venture, to sug- 
gest, will also apply to the use ol 
straws as regards, their albuminoid 
matter, which seems to escape without 
digestion, and thus lose a large portion 
of their value. How can this loss be 
averted? This is a serious problem at 
this time, when every possible economy 
is necessary in the conduct of the farm 
work. Straw is a valuable fodder if it 
can be made more digestible. It is) 
well known by students of animal' 
physiology that the mixture of concen- 
trated food with coarser subtances 
greatly assists the digestion of the lat- 
ter. 
This fact is applied to the aliment 


of persons who use butter with bread 
and meat with potatoes and coarae 
vegetables, and explains the reason 
why, when potatoes and bread are the 
sole food of poor persons, a much 
larger total quantity is consumed than 
when these are mixed with the more 
nutritious aliment. The reason is that 
a larger quantity of the coarse food is, 
digested when it is mixed with that 
which is more concentrated and more 
highly nutritious. To make straw 
more available as food, then, it should 
be mixed with corn-meal or the oil 
meals, and as thorough mastication 
and salivation are greatly helpful of 
digestion the straw should be cut as 
finely as possible and mixed with the 
meals and a portion of salt to make it 
still more palatable and excite a more 
copious flow of the salivary fluid.—N. 
f. Times.

Boe. B»PnmucA»:-Mrj. Mott Smith, the 


wife of the CommlMioner of the Hawaiian 
Legation and a native of the Sandwich Is- 
lands, favorably known In Washington circles 
a* a delightful social entertainer, a few 
nights ago held an informal reception at her 
borne, in honor of the author, William D. 
Howells, now spending a few weeks in the 
city. We had the pleasure of meeting here 
many prominent men of the day. By nice 
o'clock tbe spacious parlor* were filled wilh 
guest* to the number of newly one hundred, 
and the noisy hum of conversation was only 
hushed from time to time to listen to the melo- 
dious strains of some of Washington's most 
gifted singer*, also present as goetia. 


Mr. Howells, of course, formed tbe center 


of attraction. Naturally low in figure, his 
rounded form and slightly stooping shoulders 
only have tbe effect to augment in appearance 
tbls peculiarity. The mo» striking featuie 
of bis personal appearance is the manner of 
wearing his hair. It would seem tbat he bad 
Intended to part his hair In the middle, but, 
changing his mind, when about half way from 
the crown to the forehead, tbe part is lost In 
what tbe ladles, with a spice of contempt, de- 
nominate a "bang." The firm but pleasant 
expression on his face does not permit one to

Waite and Lieut. Greeley, ot the Arctic expe- 
dition The former passed quietly from one 
to another and many glancea were g'venhtm 
by the curious who seemed to be noting down 
tbls bead of our Judiciary, whose position 
rightfully bringa to him ao much honor and 
distinction. Lieut Qreeley, a tall, graceful, 
and pleasant appearing man, la still weak 
from tbe terrible hardships be endured and be 
says it will be many months before be will 
have regained bis strength.
